Chicago, Aug —In the investiga- 
tion begun before s grand Jury ut 
Cleveland, O., which was abandoned 
and then resumed here, au Indictment 
charging the Stundard Oil company 
with receiving rebates In the form of 
nonpayment of storage charges to 
certain railroad companies was re- 
turned by the federal Bland Jury be- 
fore Judge S. H. Bethea. The ludlct- 
ment came as a surprise. Inasmuch 
as the grand Jury bad Just begun the 
Investigation. 

The Standard Oil company Is the 
only defendant, no officials of the 
company and no railroad companies 
or officials being named. The bond 
of the company was fixed by Judge 
Bethea at 125,000. 

It will be necessary for officials of 
the Standard Oil company to appear 
In court and present bond of $23,000 
for the corporation. 

This Is the case Investigated by the 
grand Jury in Cleveland, O., where it 
waa found the grand Jury was with- 
out Jurisdiction. The testimony taken 
there waa transferred to Chicago, and 
the documents In evidence were iden- 
tified by witnesses who testified In 
Cleveland. It was on this testimony 
and evidence that the Indictment was 
returned so quickly. 

The/ Indictment contalnB 19 counts, 
each count constituting a separate 
charge under the Elklns law, which 
provides a fine of from fl.000 to $20.- 
000 for each violation. Under this 
indictment, should the government 
procure a conviction at the trial of the 
Issues, a fine of |:!S0,000 as a maxi- 
mum under the Elklns law may be 
assessed. 

NEGROES LYNCHED. 
Three of Them Taken From Jail by a 
Mob In North Carolina, 
f'hailoue, N. C, Aug. —A mob of 
3.000 deterratned men lorcibly en- 
tered the Rowan county Jail at Salis- 
bury, removed therefrom three of the 
five negroes charged with the murder 
of the Lyerly family at Barber Junc- 
tion July 13, and lynched them. 
Nease and John Gillespie and Jack 
Dillingham, supposed to be the princi- 
pals in that crime, were the victims 
of the mob. The remaining negroes, 
Henry Lee, George Krvtn nnd Bella 
Dillingham, were not molested, and 
officers hurried them off to Greens- 
boro. 

The crime for which the three men 
were lynched was committed the 
night of July 13 near Barbara Junc- 
tion, about 40 miles from Greensboro. 
Isaac Lyerly, a well-known farmer, 
his wife aud two children, were killed 
while asleep, a third child as fatally 
wounded and the house set on fire. 
The discovery of the crime was made 
by two elder daughters who were 
sleeping up stairs and were aroused 
by the smoke and flames from below, 
aud who sought to arouse the other 
of the family. The two girls 
managed to cany the dead bodies 
from the burslng house and notified 
the train dispatcher, who wired the 
news to the sheriff at Salisbury.
